Foresee Diplomatic Break 
Between Adenauer And Tito 


By SEYMOUR TOPPING 


BERLIN W) — West German 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer to- 
day was reported bent on a tough 
policy toward Yugoslavia in re- 
taliation for Marshal Tito's deci- 
sion to recognize East Germany's 
Communist government. 


Qualified 
diplomatic 
sources 


said a break in the formal diplo- 
matic ties between Bonn and Bel- 
grade was likely as a warning to 
other nations that might think 
about falling in line with Tito. 


But the diplomats added that 


the two nations might continue 
working relations, since West Ger- 
'many is Yugoslavia's most impor- 
tant trade partner. 


Dusan 
Kveder, the Yugoslav 


ambassador to Bonn, informed the 
West German Foreign Office last 
night that his government today 
would announce the establishment 
of diplomatic ties with the Ger- 
man satellite nation. 


Adenauer and Foreign Minister 


Heinrich Brentano, in Berlin for 
the opening of the new lower 
house of Parliament, held an ur- 
gent meeting on receipt of the 
Yugoslav bombshell. 


Yugoslav recognition was an im- 
portant victory for Russia and its 
German satellite. The West has 
tried to keep the East German 
regime in diplomatic isolation in 
hopes this would hasten an agree- 
ment to reunify Germany through 
free elections. 


Warned Of Action 


Adenauer earlier had warned 


that his government would break 
off ties with any nation recogniz- 
ing the East German regime, 
which the Western Allies consider 
illegal and not representative of 
the 18 million East Germans. Ade- 
nauer made an exception of Rus- 
sia. 


Yugoslav officials expected a 


protest from Bonn but not a sev- 
erance of 
diplomatic 
relations. 


Government circles also did not 
expect any 
reduction in Yugo- 


slavia's Important trade with West 
Germany, which has granted Tito 
millions in credits.

Women are opposed to moderniza­ 
tion. 
No Super-Markets 
"There are no food super-market* 
in St. Andrews, but individual or 
specialized ahops. Women shop at 
many stores Instead of one. 
“There are not many opportuni­ 
ties there and the young people 
go to England or to this country. 
Students are more serious-minded 
and are 
not given 
to frivolous 
playing. 
They 
also 
have 
more 
freedom to choose their courses 
and the university devotes much 
time to lectures. 
“The people are clean and many 
wear old clothes; even the wealthy 
wear second-hand :lothes ”

Five pupils were ta..en home 
from school ill and parents came for 
nine others. Miss Miller visited six 
homes. 
There were seven students re­ 
ferred to their family physicians, 
three to dentists and one sent to the 
hospital. Nurses made 4$ room in­ 
spections on vaccinations. 
Miss Miller reported students from 
the High Street and lincoln Schools 
are being taken to Keefauver School 
for vision and hearing tests.

REPORT INCOME 


There has been considerable mis- 


understanding among farmers as to 
the correct method for reporting 
their earnings for social security tax 
purposes, according to John Taylor, 
manager of the social security dis- 
trict office in Chambersburg. 


Some of this misunderstanding is 


because there are many cases where 
the farmer has not made a net 
Income 
of 
$600, 
and 
therefore 


believes that no federal income tax 
return (Form 1040) is necessary. 
However, all self-employed persons 
must file Form 1040, with a profit 
anl loss statement attached, if they 
net $400 a year. Thus, a self- 
employed person who makes between
